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This is in response to applicants' "Petition to Issue a Filing Date" filed 05 December 2000. 



On 09 February 1999, applicants filed international application PCT/FI99/00096, which 
claimed priority of an earlier Finland application filed 17 February 1998. A copy of the 
international application was communicated to the USPTO from the International Bureau on 
26 August 1999. A Demand for international preliminary examination, in which the United States 
was elected, was filed on 09 September 1999, prior to the expiration of nineteen months from the 
priority date. Accordingly, the thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United 
States expired at midnight on 17 August 2000. 

On 14 August 2000, applicants filed national stage papers in the United States. The 
submission was accompanied by, inter alia, the requisite basic national fee required by 35 U.S.C. 



On 05 December 2000, applicants filed the present petition. The petition states that in a 
telephone conversation on 21 November 2000 with the PCT Help Desk of the USPTO, it became 
apparent that the USPTO computer system had no record of the above-identified application 
number.
